hen the house shown on these and the following four pages was going 
up in Cedarburg, Wisconsin, it received the usual critical attention of young 
couples interested in having a home of their own. When it was decorated as 
an exhibition house during National Home Week, the house was regarded 
with the same keen interest that other attractive new homes in the community 


aroused. It had a well-integrated plan, included building materials that 





were well known to the visitors, and offered a wide range of choice in 
colors and materials. However, when many of the young families who viewed 
it discovered that it was a prefabricated house, they were surprised. Evi- 
dently, there are still some who think of a factory-built house as a postwar 


invention, a machine age phenomenon that mushroomed from the pent-up 





demand for housing in the late forties. This is not the 
case at all. Factory fabrication of houses is simply 
one of the modern methods of building. It applies to 
home construction many of the assembly-line production 
techr ques which have been accepted for decades in the 
manufacture of automobiles and appliances. The P & H 
prefabricated house shown here is the product of 
eighteen years development and research by one of 
the pioneers in the field. The manufacturer’s aim has 
been to provide a comfortable home within the limi 


tations of the average pocketbook, and adaptable to 


individual family tastes. This particular model was de- 
signed to sell for about $12,500, without land. It has 
three bedrooms well-separated from the living part of the 


house, a 13’ x 17° living room with an open fireplace, a 


sizable kitchen, and a bath. Storage space is well 


organized, includes a 4 x 4’ pantry-closet off the kitchen, 
and a large carport locker. The carport itself is well 
located for use as a protected terrace. Air condition- 
ing is combined with a perimeter forced warm-air heat- 
ing system, evidence of the trend toward providing 


year-round climatic comfort in medium-priced housing.

Bulb garden plan 
for under 550 


Planning your garden for fullest use and enjoyment need not involve you 
in a major capital investment. For the price of a new suit, or less, you can 
plant enough bulbs in an average-sized plot for three months of uninterrupted 
bloom next spring, and with proper care, many springs thereafter. Here is a 
plan for a 60’ x 100° lot, the bulbs arranged with an eye to maximum visual 
effect when the blooms are seen from the various rooms of the house. The 
diagram may suggest ideas which can be adapted to your own landscape plan. 
You will notice that small, early bulbs are planted ciose to the house so that 
they can be enjoyed fully from inside, without the beholder having to brave 
the chill of early spring. For these earliest blossoms, start with crocuses, 
follow with the tiny scilla sibirica, grape hyacinths, then narcissi of varying 
shapes and shades, late scilla and, finally, the best known of all Holland 
bulbs, the tulips, early and late, single and double. Another suggestion is to 
mass your bulbs in both contrasting and complementing colors, using white 
primarily for punctuation and relief, Buy bulbs in tens or dozens, taking care 
not to plant all of one group in one place, Divide into odd-numbered groups 
—three of one, five of another—in informal, natural beds. Remember also 
that bulbs can be tucked into many forgotten corners, allowing use of every 


square inch of garden ground.

been hung high enough or too 
low?

We hope when you hang pic 
tures you put snips of Scotch tape 
on the wall before vou drive a 
nail. This system allows you to

If the etchings, three, four or 
even five, have been scattered 
around the room, try grouping 
them on one wall. Graduate them 
horizontally or vertically or in 
stair-step arrangement, if you pre 
fer, though the latter is usually 
less effective. That leaves two 
water colors from the hypotheti- 
cal collection. See if they don’t 
complement each other, if hung 
on adjacent walls in a corner of 
the room 

Do we hear a feeble protest: 
“But that leaves one wall quite, 
Why not? Live with 
a blank wall for a while. If you

find, in time, that you can’t stand 
it, look for a new picture or get 
out those miscellaneous prints, 
tucked away in a folder waiting 
to be framed 

Now you are ready to face the 
next problem. That's lamps, un- 
less you are one of the lucky few 
whose house has been light-engi 
neered to perfection. Bring back 
the lamps. but not to their old 
locations. Change them, put books 
under them to see if you can ¢g 
a different reflection with a taller 
base. You want to avoid a glare 
on the pictures and in anybody's 
eves.
